REMARKS 

Claims 2-4, 6-8, 1 1-20, 27-29, 34-37, and 40 are pending herein. 

I. The double patenting rejections based on claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 7.124.094. as noted on 
page 3 of the OfSce Action. 

The USPTO respectfully provisionally rejects all of the claims on the ground of non- 
statutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,124,094. 

Applicants respectfully note that a terminal disclaimer regarding U.S. Patent No. 
7,124,094 is included herein. Therefore, it is respectfully asserted that the provisional double 
patenting rejection based on U.S. Patent No. 7,124,094 has been overcome.
